MINERALS IN HUMAN BODY 


The human body contains, among 
other constituents, about two pound3 
of phosphorus, which Is essential to 
the health of the bones and tin vigor 
ot the brain. 
This phosphorus, if ex­ 
tracted and put to another use, would 
make up about 4,000 packages of fric­ 
tion matches. 
Besides phosphorus, the body con- 
tains a few ounces of sodium and fia.lt' 
an ounce of potassium.

istry. 
In addition to sodium and potas­ 
sium there are a few grains o. mag­ 
nesium, enough to make the "silver 
rain” for a family’s stock of rockets 
on a Fourth of July e\ :
